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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, in public use, or on sale 
in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Huang (US 6106304). 

Huang (US 6106304) discloses a cable connector comprising: a cable and a wire 
extending from a center of an end of the cable; a connector connected to the end of 
the cable and a semi-circular plate (1) extending from an end of the connector, two 
notches (12) defined in an end surface of the connector and a groove (14) defined 
in an inner periphery of the semi-circular plate, and a hooking piece (100) being 
pressed in the groove (fig. 2) and two ends of the hooking piece extending 
perpendicularly beyond two longitudinal sides of the semi-circular plate (figures 5 
&6). 

Regarding claim 2 Huang discloses that the hooking piece has a circular cross 
section (fig. 2 top). 

Regarding claim 3 Huang discloses that each of the two ends of the hooking piece 
has a bent portion which is formed by bending the hooking piece outward at a 
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distance from a distal end of each of the two ends of the hooking piece, a distance 
between two peaks of the two bent portions being longer than a distance between 
any two symmetric points on the hooking piece relative to a symmetric line of the 
hooking piece (fig. 2). 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
apphcant's disclosure. Iwashita teaches a hooking piece and an inner groove. 
Hubbard et al teaches a semi circular plate, notches and a hooking piece.
